preciated “in value by being entirely shat. out 
trony direct aceoss to: the sea an * being 
convorted from a Marine into.an Inland Lot. 
By the diminution of their business during 
ihe ‘construction’ of the “works the plaintiffs 
suffered n logs of about $25,000, and. by the de- 
preciation in value of. their Lot they suffered 
a further loss of about. $0,000,.

Having regard to this decision, it must be 
and is admitted on the part of the plsintifis 
that the general jurisdiction of the Court in 
respect of wrongs causel by the constriction 
of the works is taken away by tho Ordinance, 
and, to take the particular casy now before the 
Court, that s non-assonting Crown Jessés has 
no right of direct: recourse to the Court in re- 
spoct of any depreciation jn yalug which may be 
occasioned to his lot by the execation of the 
qrotks> «=6But it is arguod that, whiie this 
js so, and such a lessoo ix therefore left 
without his ordinary remody, he is provided 
with a special remedy for redress of his wronys. 
This special. remedy, it ig said, consists - in 
tho establishment of a procedure by way of or 
analogons to arbitration hy which his loss may be 
inquired: into and compensation for it awarded, 
"Phe Governor, it is xaid, is constituted arbitrator 
in wich a case and tho duty is laid on him of 
inguiring into tho case of the aggrieved lersee 
and of awarding him compensation for. his Joma 
and damage. It wus very properly admitted 
by the Attorney-General thut, if the Governor is 
jndeed on arbitrator undor the Ordiuance, some 
of the things which are. stated to hayo been 
done by the Acting Governor cannot be sup- 
ported, ‘and the Court will be justified in inter- 
fering in tho oxercixe of its’ genoral jurisdiction 
over subordinate tribunals. But the. question 
is, Is it really true that the Governor is con- 
stituted by the Ordinance an arbitrator, in the 

rdinary senso of that word, for the purpose of 
nawiring into the claims of injured lessees and 
of assessing and awarding compensation in 
rospect of their loss and damage? It. seoms 
to mo that this qusetion must bo answered in 
‘tho negative. I will state shortly the reasons 


which have led mo to form this opinion. 

A. good deal of stress was laid b Mr. 
Froncis, counsel for tho plaintiffs, on the 150° 
of the word “ award” in section 7 (yi) It was 
said that the word is a term of art and imports 
a quasi-judicial inquiry ond determination 
and that it must ibe taken that the Logislature 
employed it in this technical sense, which is 
algo its ordinary sense, It is true that this is 
the primary signification of the word, but it is 
equally true that. the word is often used ina 
more genera! sense as meaning “to allow; to 
allot; to yield.” It. appeara to mo that an 
examination of the whole of the context shows 
Lthat in section:-7-(vi.). the word.-“award” is. 
need in the general and not in the ial or’ 
technical sense. It will be noticed from the 
passage quoted above that Russell, C. J., in his 

jugment xpeaks of “an equitable allotment or. 
toe of] compensation for injury.” : 

There are, in my opinion, several serious. 
difficulties in the way,of holding that section 
7 (vi.) of the Ordinance establishes 8 proced- 
ura by way of arbitration, with the Governor as 
arbitrator, for awarding of. compensation in 
casas such as the one now before the Court. 

In the ‘first place there iy no machinery of 
arbitration provided, either by express enact- 
ment or by the familiar method. of incorporat- 
ing the. provisions of other statutes relating to 
arbitration. | Nothing is ssid about the aggriev- 
ei lessee preferring his claim for oss or damage 
within a prescribed timo, to a prescribed person, 
or in a-presoribed manner. . Nothing, again, is 
said about the Governor inquiring into such’ 
joss or damage, whether ons formal claim pre- 
ferred or’ otherwise. , Supposing that he does 
so inquire, the enactment is silent ax to. the 
right of.the aggrisved person to appear before 
him or to submit. evidence to him in support 
of his claim. Farther, an arbitration implies 
a proceoiling by two parties before. an arbitrator 
or umpire, bat there is hore no indication os to 
who the party other than the aggrieved lessee, 
may or should be. Still further, the provision 
that the Governor may, if he thinks fit, award 
the aggrieved lessge such o sum of money or 
such a Crown lesse of now land’ss he may, in 
his absolute discretion, think sufficient as com- 
pensation is inconsistent. with the ides of arbi- 
tration, because ins proceeding. by wey. of arbi- 
tration the award is not made if the arbitrator 
or umpire thinks fit. but it.must, be made, nor 
ia it made according to the absolute ciscretion 
of the arbitrator or umpire but it must be made 
according. to the very right of the matter. And 
in the last place it is not likely that the Legisla- 
ture would be guilty.of so grave & departure: 
from custom and precedent as_ to constitute. as 
sole arbitrator an officer who is charged with the 
execution of the works, whose sympathios must 
almost necessarily be with the officers engaged 
in carrying out the works and against the non- 
assenting lesseos, and who algo will naturally be 
reluctant to.make. too heavy calls on the Trea-’ 
sury for the.benefit of aggrieved lessees. -

7 (vi 
vides" that & non-assenting lowee 
entitled es agains} the Crown. to damagos. or 
componsation for the dopreciation or injurious 
affecting of his property or business” by tho 
works, But, in my opinion,.the languaye of 
this enactment can Taceive its proper consirac- 
tion out making it rofer to’ section 7 (vi) 
and ‘so,as I think, straining the language of 
thut enactment'to a sonse which it was not in- 
tonded to bear. For a-reference to the recitaly in 
the oarly part of eection 7 will show that it was 
agroed that a sum not exceoding $180,000 wes 
to be charged to the cost of the works by way 
of compensation to owners und occupiers of 
wharves and. piers. aleny the lino :of the pro- 
posed reclamation, This sum is definitely 
appropristed by way of compensstion to 
this class ef -porsons. in respect of their 
injured interests, sud I presuine it may 
be taken for granted that this appropristion 
formed part of the compact or arrangement by 
virtue of which the works came to'be executed. 
Tho title of this cluss of persons to this sum 
was complete, snbjuct, of course, to a proper 
apportionment of it amongst the individual 
members of the class. It is probable that some 
members ‘of this class were “marine lot- 
holdera;” ut any rate, if thoy wero not so, they 
were “other persons” within the meaning of 
section $. Here then is the oxception ‘ pro- 
vided by the Ordinance” to tho genoral rule 
catablishod by the Ordinance that persons whose 
interesty aro injuriously affected by the works 
are not to be.ontitled to compensation for-such 
injurious affecting, Even if there had not 
heen this specitio exception to which the opon- 
ing words of section 8 can bo taken to refer, I 
vory much doubt whether’ the words in that

sufficiently clear and wido in their acope to con- 
trol the construction of section 7 (vi) .s0 as to 
convert a mere moral claim to consideration wud 
relief into « leyal title to compensation, whether 
by arbitration or otherwise, 

+ With regard to this matter of compensation 
to be made to the owners and occupiers of 
wharves and piers, it is instructive to note the 
procedure prescribed by the Legislature for the 
apportionment of the sum assigued for that pur- 
pose, The Praya Reclamation Ordinance, 1889, 
is silent ‘ag to the metlod of apportionment, 
but provision for this purpose was made by the, 
Praya Wharves and Piers Ordinance, 1893. “By 
this Ordinance the Director of Public Works 
and Mr. William Danby, M.1.C.E., were ap- 
pointed valuers, with Chief Justice Fielding 
Clarke as umpire, for the purpose of estimating 
the cost of the removal and* re-erection of 
wharves ond piers and of preparing a table of 
compensation in respéct of thom.

ine their claims.” It appears therefore 
that even where the xight to compensation was 
absolute pnd formed part of the comipact on 
which the scheme of the reclamation works was 
founded, the Legizlature was desirous of avoiding 
as far 46 possible the dolay and expense of logal 
and quasi-legal proceedings. 

Jn conclusion I may say that, although I'am 
of opinion thst the plaintiffs have fniled to 
eatatlish their claim to relief atthe hunds of 
this Court, 1-folly indoxge the language used by 
Fielding Clarke, J., at the end of his judgment 
in Ryrie vy. The Attorney General supra :— 


“Such a power of legislation miust of necessity |”

AN “INTERNATIONAL” AFFAIR, 


Three sailors belonging to the Germun Navy 
and ovo belonging to thé Fronch Navy were

We.are for from blaming the Customs 
Office.on account of these remittances. Tho 
Maritime Customs is a Chinese body, and nmat 
obey the, orders of thoir Government. But 
it is w question if it is to the interest ‘of. the 
Allie Powers that these Customs receipta 
should be used for the purpose of a Govern- 
ment with which they are actually at war. 
For some reasons it ‘may of course bo still 
desirable to formally preserve the fiction thut 


‘| the Powers arg not at war with China, but 


have only intervened in Chinoss affairs in order 
to re-edtablish order in the interests of their 
subjects, But for months the Allied troops 
have no louger been figehting against, are. 
dellious rabble but against sojgular troops’ of 
thé legitimuts Chinske Government, which to 

a large extent draw the mows for the .con- 
tinuntion of tho fight from the Maritime Cus- 
toms. This scoms to us an untenable stute of 
affairs. : 


“We goo step farther und maintain that | 


the doings of, the €hincke Maritime Customs 
ut present are ‘of axeseding menacy to. the 
Allied Powers, All civilised States have 
placed interdicts upon’ the export of arms 
and ammunition to China, and their war 
vessels have tuken steps to prevent the im- 
portation “Of” contratand of war. But._wo_ 
regret to state that this contre!’ is inoffective. 
For weeks and months a continued import of 
war-material from Japan to Shanghui has takon 
place, and the goods have heen passed by the 
Maritime Cnetoms. The article in question 
consists mainly of half-finished grun-barrels- 
The. inner drilling ia completed, ouly tho out- 
side of these ‘iron tubes,” under which name 
they are declared in. passing tho Customs, liny- 
.| ing yet to be finished. It is-well. known that 
such half-finished gan-barrels have heen import- 
ed by the Chinese arsenuls for years in 
large quantities ‘and afterwards worked up 
into serviceable weapons.
